expected to make the Fair the most 
famous of its kind in the world long 
before the centennial is observed in 
1949, according to State Fair officials. 

The first phase of the program will 
be the ‘most extensive list of prizes 
ever offered by the Fair, $126,100. 
This compares with $120,000 last year, 
and $107,000 in 1927, the first time 
it had ever exceeded the $100,000 
mark, 

A second is the inauguration of a 
new display program. Wandering ex- 
hibitors of livestock and poultry who 
travel from fair to fair with exhibits, 
which they display. only when certain 
of winning, will be barred. The pur- 
pose is to confine exhibits and prizes 
exclusively to established livestock 
and poultry breeders who heretofore 
have been discouraged by such “gyp"” 
competition, and encourage .them. to 
display their stock and to breed better 
strains. As a consequence a 10% in- 
crease in the number of exhibitors 
and exhibits is looked for. However,

Ramsay MacDonald Coming 
to Washington for World 


Peace Conference. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


Raw MAC DONALD, new prime 
minister ‘of’ Great Britain, 18 
planning to come to the United States 
to confer with President Hoover, 
in regard to naval armament re 
duction and enforcing the Kellogg 
pact outlawing war by joint action of 
the English speaking peoples, In 
Washington the news of this plan was 
well received, and it was learned at 
the ‘White. House that Mr. Hoover 
would be glad to meet Mr. MacDonald 
and discuss with him questions of mu- 
tural interest to their two countries. 
‘American Ambassador Dawes, on his 
way to England, was apprised of this 
development by. radio and almost tm- 
mediately after his arrival in London 
he went to Scotland for a conference 
with the prime minister who was tak- 
ing a ten days’ vacation at his home 
in Lossiemouth, Mr, Dawes was ex- 
pected to deliver to Mr. MacDonald an 
invitation to visit Washington and 
hold there a conference with Presi- 
dent Hoover and Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King of Canada. The best 
guess in. London was that: the trip 
would be made about the end of July 
after the session of purllament ad- 
Journs. 

According .to London corespond- 
ents, Mr. MacDonald said; “If Presi- 
dent Hoover invites me to Washing- 
ton I am going to answer ‘I will go.’ 
1 shall hope to settle this question of 
Anglo-American relations once and 
for all.” Tt was asserted he hopes to 
carry the discussion much further 
than naval subjects, He believes the 
world is entering on an era of great 
industrial ‘and financial . combines 
whose boundaries will cut across all 
national frontiers, and he Ig destrous 
of a discussion on economic co-opera- 
tion and avoidance of cut-throat com- 
petition in forelgn markets. Mr, Mac- 
Donald,-as a Socialist, welcomes the 
welding of industry into trusts and 
gees no objection to the spread of 
trusts in the international field under 
proper governmertia) control. 


UST when it appeared that the 

farm relief bill as doctored up by 
the house and senate conferees and 
approved by the President had clear 
sailing, the senate messed things all 
up by rejecting the conference report 
by a vote of 43 to 46 because the ex- 
port debenture feature had been elim- 
inated.

Gustav Stresemann, German minister 
of foreign affairs. Prime Minister 
MacDonald of Great Britain already 
had intimated that he was willing to 
participate in such a meeting. Te was 
generally believed that the conference 
would be held in July, probably 
London or The Hague. 


It had been supposed that the coun- 
ell at this Madrid session would take 
up the vexatious question of national 
minorities, but Stresemann insisted it 
should be referred to the World Court 
at The Hague.

French Socialists in convention at 
Nancy. declared in favor of the Young 
reparations plan, evacuation of the 
Rhineland and immediate ratification 
of the Mellon-Beranger accord for the 
payment of the French debt to the 
United States.

Cadillac, Mich, June 18—Back in 
the early days when the Indians roam- 
ed over Northern Michigan, the 
French explorers came to this region 
establishing a big fort and trading 
post where, Mackinaw City later was 
established.

Mothe Cadillac,. who later was sent| P' 
by King Louis. of France to Detroit 
where he founded that city. 

The early village of Clam Lake 
adopted the name of Cadillac from 
the great Frenchman. 

The coming of Cadillac and his 
picturesque retinue of Jesuit priests 
and soldiers will be one of the most 
interesting episodes of the historical 
pageant. planned for July 4, 5 and 6 
ineonnection with the homecoming 
planned ‘for those three days.

Business Requires an Open Mind 

Second, among the essentials for 
sound thinking I would write down an 
open mind. We have mentioned free- 
ing our minds from the influence of 
tradition. Let us think also without 
prejudice of personal feelings, de- 
sires or consequence. Let us seek 
only the truth. Mere surface reason- 
ing must be discounted, Old “can'ts” 
‘and “don'ts” must be thrown {nto the 
discard. A man who has an open 
mind will do a great many things be 
cause he doean't know they can't be 
done. 

The third essential to sound think. 
ing is knowledge—a thorough, com- 
Prehensive understandin; 
factors involved in @ problem. It has 
been said that most problems answer 
themselves when the facts Have been 
gathered. A weil known student and 
teacher of business describeg the 
method of attacking a problem ag tear. 
ing 1t down, reassembling the prob- 
tem and = drawing the conclusion. 
There can be nothing but guess work 
or intuition unless the unknown quan- 
tities are discovered. 

As a fourth essential sound think 
ing requires the capacity to general- 
ize. How often we have seen men 
sweating and confused before a mass 
of details which they were utterly un- 
-able to classify and crystallize. We 
have the problem of sorting out the 
relevant, attaining a perspective and 
reaching a conclusion that can be de- 
fended against any attack. To cer- 
tain minds this procedure comes natu- 
rally; to others training in the solu- 
tion of complicated problems points 
the way out. 

The Time for Action 

Fifth among the essentials of sound 
thinking ‘a the power to apply. A tew 
individuals have minds that travel at 
random or in circles. Some have 


minds that even refuse to budge, But | 


there are still othera who naturally or 
through training have minds that can 


bo directed straight through to the! 


practical application of their thoughts. 
They refuse to compromise or ‘to be 
thwarted in purpose before definite 
application of their ideas has been 
achleved. 

It fs possible, { believe, for young 
people to train themselves to an in: 
quisitive attitude, an open mind and 
the ability to elassify and interpret 
materia) step by step from the begin- 
ning of a problem to its final solution 
and application, Here, then, ts the 
thought I would leave—the paramount 
need of business is sound thinking.
